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PUBLICATIONS  OF  THE  SOCIETY 


The  first  publication  of  the  Society  of  Mayflower  Descend- 
ants in  the  State  of  New  York,  other  than  lists  of  Mem- 
bers, was  the  First  Book,  a  handsomely  printed  and  illustrated 
volume  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  pages,  which  was 
issued  in  1896.  The  Second  Book  was  published  in  1900,  and 
in  appearance  and  contents  closely  resembled  the  First  Book. 
In  1907  the  Society  issued  another  book,  which  contained 
little  more  than  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  the  Member- 
ship roll  and  a  list  of  the  Mayflower  Passengers.  And  in  19 12 
the  Fourth  Book  appeared,  a  handsomely  bound  and  liberally 
illustrated  volume  of  two  hundred  pages. 

In  addition  to  these  books  the  Society  has  also  published 
several  Bulletins,  so  called.  Bulletin  No.  1,  issued  in  1904, 
immediately  after  the  erection  of  the  Allerton  Tablet  at  Peck 
Slip,  was  devoted  mainly  to  that  subject.  Bulletin  No.  2,  pub- 
lished in  1906,  and  No.  3,  in  1909,  contained  details  of  the 
Membership  and  the  activities  of  the  Society,  and  now  Bulletin 
No.  4  is  issued  to  give  to  the  members,  and  more  particularly 
to  those  residing  at  a  distance  from  New  York  City,  full  in- 
formation of  the  condition  of  the  Society  at  the  present 
time,  and  of  its  activities  since  the  publication  of  the  last 
book. 


CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE  I 

NAME 

The  name  of  this  Society  shall  be  the  "Society  of  Mayflower 
Descendants  in  the  State  of  New  York." 

ARTICLE  II 

MEMBERSHIP 

Sec.  i. — Every  lineal  descendant,  over  eighteen  years  of 
age,  of  any  passenger  of  the  voyage  of  the  "Mayflower," 
which  terminated  at  Plymouth,  Massachusetts,  December, 
1620,  including  all  signers  of  "The  Compact,"  shall  be  eligible 
to  membership.  They  must  be  proposed,  seconded  and  elected. 
They  shall  pay  the  initiation  fee  and  dues  and  comply  with 
the  conditions  in  the  Constitution  and  the  By-Laws. 

gEC  2. — Whenever  in  one  locality  in  this  State  fifteen 
members  of  the  Society  of  Mayflower  Descendants  shall  asso- 
ciate themselves  together  for  the  purposes  of  this  Society,  the 
Treasurer  may  be  authorized  to  remit  to  the  Treasurer  of 
such  Association  from  each  payment  received  in  full  for  an- 
nual dues  made  by  any  member  enrolled  in  such  Association 
the  sum  of  Two  Dollars  and  take  his  receipt  therefor  as  a 
legitimate  disbursement,  but  no  rebate  shall  be  paid  in  any 
year,  to  any  State  Association,  until  fifteen  members  of  such 
Association  have  paid  their  dues  for  that  year. 

ARTICLE  III 

OFFICERS  AND  BOARD  OF  ASSISTANTS 

SEC>  L — The  officers  of  this  Society  shall  be  a  Governor, 
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Deputy  Governor,  Captain,  Elder,  Secretary,  Treasurer,  His- 
torian, Surgeon,  all  of  whom  shall  be  members  of  the  Board 
of  Assistants.  They  shall  be  elected  by  a  plurality  vote  at  the 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  pos- 
sible. They  shall  serve  for  the  term  of  one  year  or  until  their 
successors  are  duly  chosen  and  qualified. 

gEC  2. — There  shall  be  seven  assistants,  whose  term  of 
office  shall  be  two  years;  four  of  whom  shall  be  elected  in 
each  even  year  and  three  in  each  odd  year,  except  that  seven 
shall  be  elected  in  1895,  on  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution, 
the  term  of  four  to  expire  in  1896  and  three  in  1897,  as  de- 
cided by  lot,  immediately  after  their  election. 

SEC>  3. — The  Board  of  Assistants  shall  be  composed  of  the 
officers  of  the  Society  and  the  seven  assistants.  This  Board 
shall  appoint  all  committees  provided  for  in  the  By-Laws. 

SEC  4> — The  duties,  powers  and  privileges  of  the  Officers 
and  Board  of  Assistants  of  the  Society  shall  be  regulated  by 
the  By-Laws,  so  long  as  they  are  consistent  with  this  Constitu- 
tion. 

Sec.  5. — Vacancies  occasioned  by  death  or  resignation  may 
be  filled  by  the  Board  of  Assistants  for  the  unexpired  term. 

ARTICLE  IV 

TERMINATION  OF  MEMBERSHIP 

SEC>  i. — Any  member  whose  annual  dues  remain  unpaid  for 
a  period  of  two  years  shall  be  dropped  from  the  rolls. 

SEC>  2. — The  Board  of  Assistants  may,  on  a  two-thirds 
vote,  drop  any  member  shown  to  be  prejudicial  to  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  V 

MEETINGS 

Sec.  i.— The  Annual  Meeting  shall  be  held  in  the  City  of 
New  York  on  the  twenty-first  of  November  in  each  year,  at 
the  time  and  place  fixed  by  the  Board  of  Assistants. 
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Sec.  2. — All  other  meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  at 
such  times  and  places  as  may  be  decided  upon  by  the  Board 
of  Assistants,  but  this  section  shall  not  be  construed  as  pro- 
hibiting the  Governor,  or  such  a  specified  number  of  members 
as  may  be  determined  by  the  By-Laws  from  calling  special 
meetings. 

Sec.  3. — The  number  of  members  which  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  at  any  meeting  of  the 
Society,  and  all  other  necessary  details  not  herein  provided  for, 
shall  be  regulated  by  the  By-Laws. 

Sec.  4. — Every  action  taken  by  the  Society  at  any  regular 
or  special  meeting  shall  be  binding  upon  all  of  its  members, 
provided  such  meeting  shall  have  been  called  and  notice  thereof 
given  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution 
and  the  By-Laws. 

ARTICLE  VI 

BY-LAWS 

The  Society  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  ordain,  estab- 
lish, alter  and  repeal  By-Laws,  Rules  and  Regulations  for  its 
government. 

ARTICLE  VII 

SEAL 

The  Seal  of  the  Society  shall  contain  a  representation  of  a 
sailing  vessel  of  the  seventeenth  century,  and  around  it  the 
name  of  the  Society,  and  the  words,  "Plymouth,  1620,"  and 
"New  York,  1894." 

ARTICLE  VIII 

CERTIFICATES,  INSIGNIA,  ETC. 

The  certificate,  insignia,  rosette,  and  flag  shall  be  those 
selected  and  approved  by  the  General  Society,  with  the  name 
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of  our  State  and  the  date  of  our  organization  appearing  upon 
them. 

ARTICLE  IX 

Sec.  i. — There  shall  be  a  Permanent  Fund,  which  shall 
consist  of  the  funds  now  held  and  invested,  and  of  additions 
thereto,  made  as  hereinafter  provided,  which  fund  shall  be 
kept  invested  by  the  Treasurer  under  the  direction  of  the 
Board  of  Assistants,  and  only  the  income  thereof  may  be  ex- 
pended for  the  ordinary  uses  of  the  Society. 

5EC>  2. — All  sums  received  for  entrance  fees  and  all  pay- 
ments for  life  memberships  shall  be  added  to  the  Permanent 
Fund,  together  with  such  other  sums  as  the  Board  of  Assist- 
ants may  appropriate  for  that  purpose. 

$EC  3. — None  of  the  principal  of  the  Permanent  Fund 
shall  be  expended  for  any  purpose  until  a  resolution  authoriz- 
ing such  expenditure  shall  have  been  proposed  and  adopted 
by  the  Society  in  the  same  form  and  manner  that  amendments 
to  the  Constitution  are  required  to  be  made,  but  an  affirmative 
vote  of  at  least  one-third  of  the  total  membership  of  the  So- 
ciety shall  be  required  for  the  adoption  of  such  resolution. 

ARTICLE  X 

AMENDMENTS 

Any  proposed  amendment  to  this  Constitution  must  be  pre- 
sented in  writing  at  a  stated  or  special  meeting  of  the  Society ; 
it  shall  thereupon  be  read  and  filed  with  the  Secretary.  The 
Secretary  shall  send  out  with  the  notice  ojf  the  regular  or  spe- 
cial meeting  at  which  such  proposed  amendment  or  amend- 
ments are  to  be  acted  on,  a  copy  of  all  such  proposed  amend- 
ments. A  two-thirds  vote  of  all  the  members  present  shall  be 
required  for  the  adoption  of  any  amendment. 
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ARTICLE  I 

MEMBERSHIP 

Sec.  i. — Application  for  membership  in  this  Society  shall 
be  made  in  writing  on  the  preliminary  application  blanks  fur- 
nished by  the  General  Society,,  in  accordance  with  Article  III 
of  its  Constitution. 

SEC_  2. — Such  application  must  contain  the  autograph  name 
of  the  applicant,  and  of  at  least  two  members  of  the  Society, 
not  officers  or  Assistants,  who  shall  vouch  for  the  applicant  by 
sending  letters  of  recommendation  of  the  applicant  to  the 
chairman  of  the  Membership  Committee. 

Sec.  3. — Each  application  must  first  be  acted  upon  by  the 
Membership  Committee,  which  must  satisfy  itself  regarding 
the  applicant's  moral  and  social  eligibility  to  become  a  member 
of  the  Society. 

Sec.  4. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Membership  Committee 
to  send  to  each  member  of  the  Board  of  Assistants  a  list  of 
the  names  of  applicants  which  have  been  favorably  passed  by 
them  and  which  they  are  to  propose  at  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Board.  Such  notice  to  be  sent  at  least  two  weeks  before  such 
meeting. 

SEC_  5. — These  applicants  shall  then  at  such  meeting  of  the 
Board  be  voted  on.  Three  negative  votes  shall  reject  any 
candidate,  and  none  shall  be  declared  approved  who  shall  not 
receive  a  majority  of  the  whole  Board. 

In  case  there  is  a  quorum,  but  not  a  majority,  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  of  Assistants  present  at  any  meeting  the 
Secretary  by  resolution  may  be  instructed  to  secure,  subse- 
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quent  to  the  meeting,  sufficient  written  ballots  from  absentees, 
if  possible,  to  make  the  total  number  of  votes  cast  for  appli- 
cants "a  majority  vote  of  the  whole  board,"  but  in  this  event 
if  any  absentee  desire  to  vote  against  any  applicant  the  Secre- 
tary shall  also  receive  and  record  such  vote. 

SEC>  6. — To  the  applicants  thus  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Assistants,  final  pedigree  papers  shall  then  be  issued. 

All  pedigree  papers  when  returned  to  the  Society  for  exam- 
ination must  be  accompanied  by  the  entrance  fee  and  dues  for 
the  current  year.  If  the  pedigree  papers  of  any  applicant  are 
not  approved,  the  money  will  be  refunded. 

Sec.  7  —  All  pedigree  papers  shall  be  examined  by  the  His- 
torian, and  on  his  report  to  the  Board  of  Assistants,  that  he 
has  found  the  pedigree  papers  of  any  applicant  to  be  correct, 
the  Board  of  Assistants  shall  declare  such  applicant  elected  a 
member  of  the  Society,  unless  in  the  meantime  some  fact  has 
been  brought  to  their  attention  which  would  make  the  appli- 
cant an  undesirable  member. 

Sec.  8. — Every  approval  shall  be  void  unless  the  final  pedi- 
gree papers  shall  be  returned  to  the  Historian  properly  filled 
out  within  six  months  after  the  Secretary,  on  the  direction  of 
the  Board,  shall  have  sent  same  to  the  applicant. 

SEC>  — No  person  who  has  been  rejected  or  whose  name 
has  been  withdrawn,  shall  be  acted  upon  within  a  period  of 
one  year. 

Sec.  io. — Resignations  shall  be  presented  to  the  Secretary 
in  writing,  and  if  all  indebtedness  has  been  liquidated,  shall 
take  effect  at  once. 

Sec.  ii. — All  persons  residing  in  the  State  of  New  York 
desiring  to  join  the  Society  of  Mayflower  Descendants,  shall 
do  so  through  this  State  Society.  After  having  joined  the 
Society  in  the  State  of  New  York,  however,  a  member  may 
join  any  other  State  Society. 
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ARTICLE  II 

MEETINGS 

Sec.  i. — The  Annual  Meeting  shall  be  held  in  the  City  of 
New  York,  on  the  twenty-first  day  of  November,  the  anniver- 
sary of  the  signing  of  "The  Compact"  on  the  "Mayflower," 
except  only  when  that  date  shall  fall  on  a  Sunday  or  legal 
holiday,  when  the  Annual  Meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  day 
following,  the  hour  and  place  to  be  determined  by  the  Board 
of  Assistants. 

Sec.  2. — A  regular  semi-annual  meeting  of  the  Society 
shall  be  held  on  the  twenty-first  day  of  May  in  each  year,  or 
on  the  day  following  when  that  date  shall  fall  on  Sunday  or 
a  legal  holiday. 

Sec.  3. — Special  meetings  of  the  Society  may  be  held  at 
any  specified  time  and  place  at  the  call  of  the  Governor,  or 
upon  the  written  request  of  twenty-five  members.  The  object 
of  such  special  meeting  must  be  stated  in  the  notice. 

Sec.  4. — The  Board  of  Assistants  shall  hold  a  regular  meet- 
ing on  the  first  Wednesday  of  each  month,  except  during  the 
months  of  June,  July  and  August,  at  such  hours  and  place  as 
they  may  determine.  Special  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Assist- 
ants may  be  called  by  the  Governor,  or  upon  the  written  re- 
quest of  three  of  its  members.  Notice  of  such  special  meet- 
ings must  be  given  as  provided  for  regular  meetings,  and  such 
notice  must  state  the  object  of  the  special  meeting. 

Sec.  5. — Three  days'  notice  in  writing  shall  be  given  of  all 
meetings  of  the  Board  of  Assistants  and  seven  days'  notice  of 
all  meetings  of  the  Society.  Such  notice  shall  be  mailed  to 
the  address  of  the  several  members  as  they  appear  on  the  books 
of  the  Society. 

Sec.  6. — At  all  regular  or  special  meetings  of  the  Society 
twenty-five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  trans- 
action of  business.  At  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Assist- 
ants five  of  the  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 
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Sec.  7. — The  order  of  business  at  all  stated  meetings  of  the 
Society  shall  be : 

1.  Calling  the  Roll. 

2.  Reading  of  Minutes  of  Previous  Stated  and  Inter- 

vening Special  Meetings. 

3.  Communications. 

4.  Nomination  and  Election  of  Officers. 

5.  Reports  of  Officers. 

6.  Reports  of  Committees. 

7.  Deferred  Business. 

8.  New  Business. 

9.  Closing  Exercises. 
10.  Adjournment. 

ARTICLE  III 

ELECTION  OF  OFFICERS 

Sec.  i. — The  Board  of  Assistants  shall  at  their  regular 
meeting  in  September  appoint  a  nominating  committee  of  five 
members  of  the  Society,  which  committee  shall  name  candi- 
dates for  the  offices  to  be  filled  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Society. 

The  ticket  named  by  the  nominating  committee  shall  be 
printed  and  mailed  by  the  Secretary  to  each  member  of  the 
Society  at  least  two  weeks  before  the  Annual  Meeting. 

Any  member  of  the  Society  may  also  be  placed  in  nomina- 
tion for  any  office  by  five  members  of  the  Society,  but  all  such 
nominations  must  be  communicated  to  the  Secretary  by  a 
notice  in  writing  signed  by  the  members  making  the  nomina- 
tion at  least  one  week  before  the  Annual  Meeting. 

Sec.  2. — A  vacancy  in  any  office  shall  be  filled  by  the  Board 
of  Assistants  for  the  unexpired  portion  of  the  term. 

Sec.  3 — Elections  shall  be  by  secret  ballot;  a  plurality  vote 
of  members  present  shall  determine  the  choice. 
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Sec.  4. — The  persons  elected  shall  enter  upon  the  offices  im- 
mediately after  the  meeting  at  which  they  were  chosen,  and 
hold  the  same  until  the  next  Annual  Meeting  or  until  the  elec- 
tion and  qualification  of  their  successors. 

Sec.  5. — Cumulative  voting  shall  not  be  permitted  at  any 
election. 

ARTICLE  IV 

DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS 

Sec.  i. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Governor  to  preside  at 
all  meetings  of  the  Society  and  the  Board  of  Assistants,  and 
perform  such  other  duties  as  pertain  to  the  chief  officer  of 
an  organization.  The  Governor  shall  be,  ex-officio,  a  member 
of  all  committees. 

Sec.  2. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Deputy  Governor  to  ex- 
ercise all  the  functions  of  the  office  of  Governor  during  the 
absence  or  disability  of  the  Governor. 

Sec.  3. — The  Captain  shall  carry  out  all  orders  of  the  Gov- 
ernor or  the  Society,  and  act  as  Marshal  at  parades  and  on 
occasions  of  ceremony. 

Sec.  4. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Elder  to  officiate  when 
called  upon  at  any  meeting  of  the  Society.  He  shall  have  been 
ordained  as  an  elder,  bishop,  minister,  or  deacon  of  a  Christian 
church. 

Sec.  5. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  record  the 
proceedings  of  the  Society  and  of  the  Board,  and  to  keep  com- 
plete lists  of  all  the  members;  to  notify  members  of  their  elec- 
tion, and  to  notify  members  of  the  Society  and  the  Board  of 
Assistants  of  all  meetings  to  be  held;  to  make  whatever  notices 
and  communications  may  be  required  by  order  of  the  Society 
or  of  the  Governor,  and  in  general  to  perform  all  duties  usually 
appertaining  to  such  office. 

He  shall  be  the  Keeper  of  the  Seal  of  the  Society,  and 
custodian  of  all  blank  application  papers. 
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Sec.  6.— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  take  charge 
of  all  funds  belonging  to  the  Society;  to  keep  suitable  books  of 
account;  to  charge,  collect  and  receive  all  fees  and  dues  and  all 
other  moneys  payable  to  the  Society;  to  make  all  necessary 
disbursements  upon  approval  of  the  Finance  Committee;  to 
report  the  condition  of  the  treasury  at  all  stated  meetings  of 
the  Board  of  Assistants. 

He  shall  see  that  members  of  the  Society,  who  desire  them, 
are  provided  with  the  certificates,  insignia  and  rosettes  fur- 
nished by  the  General  Society  at  the  price  established  by  the 
General  Society's  Board  of  Assistants. 

Sec.  7.— The  Historian  shall  examine  and  report  upon  all 
pedigree  papers  of  applicants.  He  shall  keep  a  detailed  record 
of  all  celebrations  of  the  Society,  and  file  all  documents,  papers 
and  speeches.  He  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  certificates  signed 
by  him,  and  do  any  other  work  assigned  him  by  the  Board  of 
Assistants. 

Sec.  8.— The  Surgeon  shall  have  been  duly  admitted  to  the 
practice  of  medicine.  He  shall  be  under  the  orders  of  the 
Governor  and  Board  of  Assistants. 

ARTICLE  V 

BOARD  OF  STANDING  COMMITTEES 

Sec.  i.— The  Board  of  Assistants  shall  have  general  charge 
and  direction  of  the  affairs  of  the  Society.  They  shall  fill 
vacancies  among  the  officers  for  the  balance  of  the  term.  They 
shall  appoint  the  following  Standing  Committees  : 

Membership,  Publication,  Finance,  Entertainment,  Exer- 
cises, Room  and  Property,  Library  and  Genealogy.  One  of 
the  Assistants  shall  be  Chairman  of  each  Standing  Committee, 
and  the  additional  members  may  be  selected  from  the  mem- 
bership at  large.  They  shall  fill  all  vacancies  occurring  in 
committees.  All  committees  shall  make  regular  reports 
through  their  Chairman  to  each  regular  meeting  of  the  Board 
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of  Assistants.  The  Standing  Committees  shall  each  consist  of 
not  less  than  five  members  as  the  Board  of  Assistants  may 
determine.  New  Standing  Committees  must  be  appointed  by 
the  Board  of  Assistants  after  each  Annual  Meeting. 

Sec.  2. — The  Membership  Committee  shall  meet  once  in 
each  month  at  a  time  and  place  designated  by  the  Chairman. 
Special  meetings  may  also  be  called  whenever  papers  or  busi- 
ness shall  require  action.  It  shall  receive  and  consider,  in 
executive  session,  all  nominations  for  membership,  preliminary 
applications  and  communications  relating  thereto,  and  report 
their  conclusions  to  the  Board  of  Assistants. 

Sec.  3. — The  Standing  Committees  shall  receive  and  act 
upon  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  business  of  the  Society, 
usually  comprehended  in  the  work  of  such  committees. 

Sec.  4. — Special  Committees  shall  attend  to  the  work  to 
which  they  were  assigned  by  their  appointment. 

ARTICLE  VI 

ENTRANCE  FEES  AND  DUES 

Sec.  1. — All  members  shall,  within  sixty  days  after  being 
notified  of  their  election,  pay  to  the  Treasurer  an  entrance  fee 
of  Ten  Dollars,  and  the  dues  for  the  current  year.  The  annual 
dues  shall  be  Five  Dollars,  payable  on  the  first  day  in  January 
in  each  year. 

Any  member  who  on  July  1st  of  any  year  has  not  paid  the 
annual  dues  for  that  year  shall  be  considered  in  arrears  and  not 
in  good  standing,  and  shall  be  suspended  from  the  privileges 
and  honors  of  the  Society  until  the  arrears  are  paid. 

Sec.  2. — The  payment  at  one  time  of  the  sum  of  One  Hun- 
dred Dollars,  by  any  person  elected  to  membership,  and  who 
shall  have  duly  qualified  by  paying  the  initiation  fee,  shall  con- 
stitute such  person  a  Life  Member,  with  all  the  rights  of 
membership,  and  such  member  shall  be  exempt  from  the  pay- 
ment of  annual  dues. 
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Any  member  elected  prior  to  January  I,  19 13,  and  who  may 
elect  to  make  the  required  payment  and  become  a  Life  Mem- 
ber, shall  be  credited  towards  that  payment  with  the  amount 
already  paid,  in  consecutive  annual  dues  prior  to  January  1, 
1913,  provided  that  such  amount  so  credited  shall  not,  in  any 
case,  exceed  the  sum  of  Fifty  Dollars. 

Sec.  3. — If  any  applicant  for  membership  in  this  Society 
has  heretofore  paid  an  entrance  fee  into  any  Society  of  May- 
flower Descendants,  the  amount  so  paid  shall  be  credited  in 
full  or  on  account  of  the  entrance  fee  required  herein. 

ARTICLE  VII 

AMENDMENTS  OR  ALTERATIONS  OF  THE  BY-LAWS 

Amendments,  alterations  and  additions  to  these  By-Laws 
shall  be  made  in  the  same  manner  as  amendments  and  changes 
of  the  Constitution. 

Any  section  of  these  By-Laws  may  be  suspended  for  a 
special  purpose  at  any  time,  by  an  unanimous  vote  of  the 
members  present  at  a  meeting  of  the  Society. 
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TWO  FOUNDERS 

By  Historian  James  LeBaron  Willard 

To  our  members  of  the  Society  of  Mayflower  Desecendants 
it  will  be  a  matter  of  interest  to  know  more  of  the  place  and 
people  in  England,  where  the  first  two  Pilgrims  were  born 
and  raised,  and  where  the  corner-stone  of  the  Pilgrim  faith 
was  laid.  Nottinghamshire  County  thrusts  up  its  north  angle 
between  Yorkshire  and  Lincolnshire,  where  the  rivers  Ouse 
and  Trent  form  the  Humber.  In  it  lies  the  Parish  of  Scrooby, 
which,  according  to  the  Doomsday  Book,  was  one  of  the  prop- 
erties of  the  Bishopric  See  of  York,  about  the  year  noo  A.  D. 
In  it  early  in  the  next  century  was  built  the  Church  of  Saint 
Wilfred,  the  beautiful  spire  of  which  still  stands.  During  the 
reign  of  the  first  two  Edwards,  Richard  and  Henry,  Scrooby 
seems  to  have  been  a  favorite  resort  for  persons  of  high  rank, 
with  its  parks  stocked  with  deer,  and  Sherwood  forest  with 
plentiful  game,  and  its  streams  with  fish.  This  led  naturally 
to  frequent  and  large  gatherings  of  the  magnates  of  the 
Church  and  State,  as  well  as  royalty,  and  the  holding  there 
of  important  councils,  bringing  to  the  native  residents  a  much 
higher  tone  of  civilization  than  found  in  other  counties.  There 
stood  the  palace  of  Thomas  Savage,  Archbishop  of  York,  and 
there  later  was  built  the  Manor  House,  which  became  the  gath- 
ering centre  of  all  illustrious  visitors.  There  was  the  birth- 
place and  early  home  of  the  "Separatist  Church,"  where  were 
sown  the  seeds  which  were  subsequently  transplanted  in  Hol- 
land, and  bore  fruit  first  on  the  "Mayflower." 

William  Brewster,  the  father,  lived  at  the  Manor  House  as 
Receiver  and  Bailiff  in  1575,  and  was  the  legal  representative 
of  the  Archbishop,  and  general  overseer  and  master  under 
the  Crown.    His  wife  was  named  Prudence,  and  their  son 
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William,  our  William,  was  born  about  the  year  1566,  and  grew 
up  from  childhood  with  the  many  surrounding  advantages  of 
social  and  educational  training.  He  was  sent  when  a  mere 
youth  to  the  Grammar  School  of  Bury-Saint  Edmonds,  and 
from  there  to  "Peterhouse,"  the  oldest  of  the  fourteen  col- 
leges grouped  at  the  University  of  Cambridge,  where  he 
matriculated  on  the  third  of  December,  1580.  He  probably 
belonged  to  the  class  of  students  designated  as  "Pensioners," 
or  those  who  came  from  families  in  good  circumstances,  and 
able  to  pay  the  "pension"  or  rental  for  lodging  in  the  college, 
some  fifty  pounds  a  year.  With  him  at  Cambridge  were  many 
scholars  who  afterwards  became  famous  as  theologians,  jur- 
ists, authors  and  men  of  letters.  Peterhouse  College  seems  to 
have  been  pre-eminent  for  its  system  of  educational  arrange- 
ment, with  its  famous  chapel,  its  library,  which  was  univers- 
ally renowned,  and  its  retinue  of  able  professors,  all  of  which 
gave  very  great  advantages  to  its  students,  and  Brewster  evi- 
dently improved  these,  as  he  stood  prominent  as  a  scholar  in 
Greek,  Latin  and  mathematics.  He  probably  took  part  in  the 
different  classic  plays  that  were  held  in  the  colleges,  and  per- 
chance in  some  that  were  enacted  in  the  village  inns,  when 
remote  relation  to  decorum  rendered  them  inadmissible  to  the 
college. 

About  1584  Brewster  entered  the  service  of  Sir  William 
Davison,  who  was  then  Secretary  of  State,  and  went  with  him 
to  Scotland,  and  to  London,  and  from  there  to  The  Hague. 
On  their  return  Davison  was  appointed  a  member  of  the  Privy 
Council  by  Queen  Elizabeth  for  the  trial  of  Mary  Queen  of 
Scots,  and  Brewster,  still  in  his  employ,  became  associated 
with  the  leading  statesmen  and  cardinals  in  this  famous  trial. 
In  1586-7  Davison  had  a  serious  disagreement  with  the  Queen, 
and  was  sent  by  her  to  the  Tower  of  London,  where  Brewster 
undoubtedly  accompanied  him,  but  returned  to  Scrooby  some 
two  years  later.  From  the  knowledge  of  afTairs  gained  in  this 
service,  and  with  his  evidently  keen  and  well-balanced  mind, 
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he  was  well  able  to  improve  and  take  advantage  of  his  famil- 
iarity with  politics  and  statecraft,  which  so  greatly  was  to 
advantage  in  his  after  life,  in  his  direction  and  methods  in  the 
civil  and  religious  affairs  of  the  Pilgrims.  In  1590  his  father 
died,  and  he  succeeded  to  his  position  of  Bailiff  and  Receiver 
of  the  Manor  of  Scrooby,  and  as  the  manager  of  all  Govern- 
ment despatches  and  transactions,  which  duties  he  performed 
for  seventeen  years.  During  this  time  his  religious  ideas  were 
forming  along  the  paths  of  Puritanism,  but  before  being  fully 
developed  in  this  faith,  he  was  evidently  brought  under  the 
influence  of  Separatism,  and  with  his  university  culture,  his 
experience  at  the  royal  court,  and  association  with  great  and 
good  men  his  mind  was  fully  capable  to  absorb  the  doctrines 
with  judgment  and  ability. 

From  Scrooby,  some  three  miles  from  the  Manor  House, 
across  the  rolling  meadows,  lay  the  town  of  Austerfield,  where 
William  Bradford  was  baptised  March  19,  1590.  Here 
William,  the  father,  was  the  leading  landholder  and  farmer, 
evidently  a  man  of  means,  influence  and  education.  He  died 
while  his  son,  William,  was  a  youth,  and  he  lived  with  his 
grandfather,  who  intended  him  for  the  "affairs  of  husbandry." 
As  a  boy  William  was  "weak  with  long  sickness,"  and  his 
thoughts  and  tastes  turned  from  the  vanities  of  youth  to  deep 
study  and  the  sober  search  of  the  Scriptures,  and  decided  him, 
after  much  study,  that  it  was  his  duty  to  unite  with  the  Sep- 
aratists, although  in  bitter  opposition  to  the  wishes  of  his 
uncles  and  his  neighbors.  As  he  grew  up  he  became  an  inti- 
mate friend  and  companion  of  William  Brewster  and  enjoyed 
the  privileges  of  studying  with  him  and  his  associates,  which 
developed  in  a  life  so  wisely  devoted  to  the  welfare  of  his 
people,  and  the  able  and  comprehensive  records  and  "History 
of  the  Plymouth  Plantations,"  and,  above  all,  to  the  wise  and 
just  rulings  of  his  office  while  Governor  of  the  Colony  for 
thirty-one  years. 

Together  Brewster  and  Bradford  went  to  Amsterdam  in

August,  1608,  and  to  Leyden  in  1609,  and  in  1620  sailed  in 
the  "Mayflower"  for  their  new  home  across  the  sea  to 
Plymouth,  Mass,  where  they  lived,  honored,  respected  and  be- 
loved by  all,  and  where  they  died,  Brewster  in  1644  and 
Bradford  in  1670. 

For  many  valuable  statistics  herein  we  are  indebted  to  Mr. 
Morton  Dexter's  able  work,  "The  England  and  Holland  of 
the  Pilgrims." 
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Prior  to  November  21,  19 12,  the  By-Laws  provided  that 
"After  any  member  has  continued  in  membership  for  the 
period  of  five  years  a  payment  at  one  time  of  fifty  dollars  shall 
constitute  such  member  a  life  member  with  all  the  rights  and 
privileges  of  membership,  but  such  member  shall  be  exempt 
from  dues  thereafter." 

It  became  evident  in  time  that  the  life  membership  fee  was 
too  low,  the  income  that  could  be  obtained  from  an  invest- 
ment of  fifty  dollars  being  less  than  one-half  the  amount  of  the 
annual  dues,  and  it  was  decided  to  make  the  fee  one  hundred 
dollars  and  to  allow  a  member  to  become  a  life  member  at  any 
time.  But  as  the  old  By-Law  had  required  a  member  to  pay 
dues  for  five  years  before  becoming  eligible  to  life  member- 
ship, it  was  deemed  only  fair  and  reasonable  to  allow  members 
admitted  before  the  By-Law  was  changed  a  rebate  for  part, 
at  least,  of  the  annual  dues  paid  by  them,  and  a  By-Law  was 
adopted  that  provided  that  the  life  membership  fee  should  be 
one  hundred  dollars,  but  that  members  elected  prior  to  Janu- 
ary 1,  19 1 3,  should  be  credited  with  the  amount  paid  by  them 
in  consecutive  annual  dues  prior  to  that  date,  provided,  how- 
ever, that  in  no  case  should  such  amount  so  credited  exceed  the 
sum  of  fifty  dollars. 

The  effect  of  this  provision  is  that  members  who  paid  an- 
nual dues  for  ten  years  or  more,  prior  to  January  1,  19 13,  may 
become  life  members  by  a  payment  of  fifty  dollars,  while 
those  who  have  paid  for  a  shorter  period  are  required  to  pay 
amounts  varying  from  that  sum  up  to  present  full  rate  of  one 
hundred  dollars.  Since  this  change  in  the  By-Laws  many 
members  have  become  life  members,  and  the  Society  now  has 
one  hundred  and  six  on  its  rolls.

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THE  SOCIETY  DURING  THE  PAST  YEAR 
By  Governor  Frederick  Chandler  Seabury 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  record  that  notwithstanding  the  un- 
usual and  depressed  condition  of  business,  which  would  nat- 
urally be  reflected  in  the  affairs  of  this  Society,  the  past  year 
has  been  both  pleasant  and  profitable ;  and  it  seems  safe  to  say 
that,  all  things  considered,  the  Society  was  never  so  healthy 
and  strong,  both  physically  and  financially,  as  it  is  at  present. 

There  has  been  a  small  net  loss  in  membership,  which,  con- 
sidering the  times,  is  not  to  be  wondered  at,  and  in  this  respect 
we  have  fared  much  better  than  some  of  our  kindred  societies ; 
while  financially  our  gain  has  been  considerable  and  gives  rea- 
son for  no  little  self-congratulation. 

The  Society  has  held  two  regular  meetings  during  the  past 
year:  the  semi-annual  meeting  on  May  21st  at  the  room  of 
the  Society,  at  which  routine  business  was  transacted ;  and  the 
annual  meeing  at  Delmonico's  on  November  21st,  19 14.

The  library  has  made  substantial  progress  during  the  past 
year.  In  particular  it  has  been  able  to  obtain  a  set  of  the 
"Vital  Statistics  of  Rhode  Island,"  in  twenty-one  volumes, 
purchased  with  a  fund  of  one  hundred  dollars  presented  by  the 
executor  of  Mrs.  Ferdinand  Pepin  as  a  memorial  to  our  la- 
mented member.  Some  additional  Vital  Records  have  also 
been  purchased  from  the  Linus  E.  Fuller  Memorial  Fund. 
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Every  descendant  over  eighteen  years  of  age  of  any  pas- 
senger on  the  "Mayflower"  on  the  voyage  which  ended  at 
Plymouth  in  December,  1620,  is  eligible  to  membership. 

Applicants  for  membership  must  be  nominated  and  seconded 
by  two  members  of  the  New  York  Society  on  the  pink  "Pre- 
liminary Application  Blanks"  furnished  by  the  secretary,  and 
letters  recommending  the  applicant  from  both  proposer  and 
seconder  must  accompany  the  application,  and  must  state  that 
they  are  personally  acquainted. 

All  preliminary  applications  must  be  approved  by  the  Mem- 
bership Committee,  who  investigate  the  social  and  moral  stand- 
ing of  the  applicant.  If  the  decision  of  the  committee  is  fa- 
vorable they  report  the  name  of  the  applicant  to  the  Board  of 
Assistants  at  a  subsequent  meeting,  and  upon  such  report  pedi- 
gree blanks  are  issued  upon  which  must  be  set  out  in  detail 
each  generation  in  descent  from  a  Mayflower  passenger. 

Every  step  in  the  pedigree  must  be  proven  by  reference  to 
published  works  recognized  by  the  Society  as  authoritative, 
giving  in  each  instance  the  volume  and  page  quoted,  or  by  filing 
certified  copies  of  town  or  church  records,  tombstone  inscrip- 
tions or  other  unpublished  evidence.  No  fact  can  be  accepted 
which  is  based  solely  upon  family  or  local  traditions. 

The  pedigree  blanks  must  be  filled  out  in  duplicate  and 
sworn  to  before  a  notary  public  or  other  competent  officer  and 
sent  to  the  Historian.  After  examination  and  approval  by  him 
and  by  the  Historian  General  he  will  report  to  the  Board  of 
Assistants,  who  will  elect  the  applicant  a  member  of  the  So- 
ciety unless  in  the  meantime  something  prejudicial  has  been 
learned. 

The  Society  will  notify  all  applicants  of  their  election.  The 
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initiation  fee  and  dues  must  be  paid  on  presentation  of  papers 
or  the  election  will  be  void.

Every  approval  by  the  Membership  Committee  will  be  void 
unless  the  final  pedigree  papers  are  returned  to  the  Historian 
properly  executed  within  six  months  after  same  shall  have 
been  sent  to  the  applicant. 

If  applicant  is  descended  from  more  than  one  Mayflower 
ancester,  one  name  only  should  be  used  in  making  the  prelimi- 
nary application. 

Blanks  for  proof  of  additional  lines  of  eligibility  will  be 
furnished  by  the  Secretary  after  election  to  membership. 
These  supplemental  blanks  must  be  executed  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  originals. 

Certificates  of  Membership,  Insignia  and  Rosette  Buttons 
can  be  secured  by  members  upon  application  to  the  secretary. 
Certificates,  framed,  $6.50;  unframed,  $3.00;  Insignia, 
$12.00;  Rosette  Buttons,  25c.  Remittance  must  accompany 
application. 

The  Society  now  has  a  room  at  44  East  23rd  Street,  New 
York,  and  wishes  to  accumulate  a  library  of  books  and  of 
papers  of  historical  and  genealogical  interest  relating  to  the 
Pilgrims,  and  the  Secretary  will  be  glad  to  receive  and 
acknowledge  all  gifts.
